A Thrilling Chapter of History 
From the Chief of 25 Years Ago 


The following letter w ritten by E r­ 


nest 8t. Clair, brother of C. P. St. 


Clair and Mr". 1>. ('has. Clarke of 
this city, who was in the P h ilip p in es 
during the gpnnish-Americnn w ar in 


1898, was published in the Comanche 
Chief in that year—now a quarter oi 


a century ago—and was widely cop 
led by newspapers in this and other 
parts of Texas. 
The letter will be 
recalled with interest bv many of the 
older subscribers of the ( hief who 
read it at that time, and to others 
who have not seen it before it will 
prove to l>e equally worth while read­ 
ing. 
We may all find it interesting 
to delve occasionally into the files of 
twenty-five or thirty years ago, and 
whenever we may bring out articles as 
interesting as this one for reproduc­ 
tion we feel sure that the renders of 
the Chief will welcome their publica­ 
tion : 
The letter follows:

It is our duty to patrol the eoun 
try within a radius of say 25 miles 
of D aet in which we are doing garii- 
son duty. 
This we have been doing 


without serious mishap for

mouths past, only occasionally having 
a light brush w ith the enemy, which 
always resulted in them 
taking

their heels. 
T h is had been going on until we 


had decided th at one American boy 
with a popgun could scare the wits 
out of si hundred Filipino 
soldiers. 
We were 
simply 
invincible, 
dream of security however has 
successfully dispelled and in

On May 25. 
Captain 
Stinehouser 
with 20 of us boys and ¡ 1 native guidt 
20 years old started for the Inland 
city of Sabo. 
We stopped over night 
at Talisay, leaving next morning sit 
s o’clock for Sabo. We were expected 
and a grand reception was prepared 
for us iu the way of a volley of mau- 
ser bullets. 
This was delivered to us 
from deep trenches across 
¡ 1 
river. 
We never for si m o m e n t flinched hut 
crossed the river 
1 1 1 si regular hail ot 
lead, firing sis we w ent. 
Either oui 
bullets or our audacity 
made them 
hunt their holes. 
Bo we marched un­ 
disturbed Into the city, the first white 
men that had ever set foot in ii. 
After spending tin* day and night 
with them we left sit 5 o'clock next 
morning for hom e; we were proud of 
ourselves and marched out 
in 
high 
glee. A few miles out in a heavy hemp 
field we marched directly into an atu- 
hush. 
We found ourselves Immediate­ 
ly between two trenches filled with 
natives who opened fire on us with 
their manners. 
We stood our ground 
and for over an hour that bloody sin­ 
gle was a small corner <>f Hades, a 
lmml-to-hand struggle, so close that 
the powder from their guns burned 
our faces, 20 hoys against hundred- 
of natives in trenches. We stood there 
and mowed them down until 13 ot oui 
20 men were killed and wounded in­ 
cluding our captain, sargeant and cor­ 
poral. myself receiving flesh wound- 
in my left cheek and thumb and a 
small fragment lodging in the lobe of 
my ear. 
The 
remnant 
of 
us 
retreated to 


Sabo with our wounded, 
taking 
Up 
quarters in the 
church, 
barricading 
the doors with plows, etc. 
We tore up 
our clothing and bandaged our wounds 
as best we could and prepared for the 
siege. 
We were without food 
so

made a “sortie” alone, breaking open 
a house and securing a small sack of 
half hulled rh e. returning with it un­ 
der fire. 
At night WO secured water. 
Here we were cooped up 
without 


immediate hope relief 
and 
as 
the 
shades at night fell upon us our deso­ 
lation and ho|H*lesaness was complete. 
Many hours of fierce fighting, nothing 
but horse food to eat, our comrade» 
lying by our sides on tin* «lamp floor 
in darkness, writhing in their own 
blood. 
Outside we could 
see from 
our 
watch-tower tin* black devil- gather­ 
ing for the feast, occasionally giving 
us a volley as If to remind us that we 
were theirs. 
When we went Into that 
church 1 " a s 2o years old; 1 must 
now

silent 
watches of those long, long night4 I 
lived my entire 
life 
over 
again, 
weighing my life in tin* balance and 
found to my surprise how very, very 
much I was found wanting. 
Pile tlie Philippine Islands one ou 
top of the other and off« r them to 
roe on a silver platter, I would not 
take them ami live over again those 
hours. 
That night finally Hissed without 


nu attack. Tin* following day at noon 
it was decided to make an effort to 
send word to our comrades. 
Volun­ 
teers were called for and everj man 
that could walk answered.

was 
chosen, hut before night came it wus 
decided th at I was n«»t able on account 
of my wounds and ODe Noland was 


chosen and with our Filipino guide 
slipped out In the dark whether to 
safety or death we could not know*. 
W ith our ears straiued to hear the fa 
tal yell which would announce his dis­ 
covery, we sat praying for his safety, 
The night finally passed without inci­ 
dent and we were in high ho;*» that he 
had gotten through. 
But we were in 
a deplorable 
condition.

sleep, 
fighting with nothing to eat but trash 
for 48 hours. 
May 30, Declaration day, I shall al- 
ways remember it. 
Noon passed and 
no help. 
Night again and our hopes 
fade within us.
